The six 
foolish fishermen were brothers. One fished from a log. One fished from a boat. 

And 
one fished from the bank of a stream. Benjamin Elkin, the author, tells a charming 
story with rich, bright illustrations by Katherine Evans which suggest folk art, 
for they are brightly patterned, simple and uncluttered. Each foolish fisherman, 
fearing that his brothers had fallen in the stream, counted to see that there were 
still six. And each foolish fisherman forgot to include himself. It took a small 
boy to convince them that they had not lost a brother, that there really were still 
six, not five. This is just the sort of nonsense small children love. It lets 
them in on a joke which the protagonists of the story don't see. Many first and 
second graders could read and understand it independently. For others a teacher or 
parent standing by would be helpful. Lovely pictures, easy reading and number fun.

* James Flora, who wrote The Fabuious Firework Family gives youngsters 
another brilliantly colored picture book. The frenzied consequences of Old Floss, 
the family cow, catching cold, caught Fletcher, a small boy, up in a mounting cycle 
of hilariously disastrous events. Floss' S-N-E-E-Z-E blew a mouse out of the hay. 
A preying cat missed the mouse and landed on a billy goat's back. He left the barn 
post haste, knocked down a motorcycle policeman and ended up driving a steam roller. 
Madder and madder grew the reverberations of the sneeze. Fletcher, the billy goat, 
et al, collided with a ferris wheel, rolled down a mountain into a truck full of 
fireworks, then onto a dock with a fishing boat. The author-illustrator fills the 
pages of his big picture book with patterned pandemonium and charivari shenanigans. 
Not for bedtime, though --it's too explosively wide-awake. Parents will enjoy it 
as much as the young fry. Treatment is modern - but not abstract. Adequate stitching.

The merry illustrations have a lightness, anairiness and sparkling color which shows the 
influence of Raoul Dufy. Eleven full page color illustrations and numerous black and 
white drawings decorate the tale....The companion book, Puss in Boots, has a much less 
attractive format. The illustrations seem confused, unrelated to the spaces which they 
encompass: the color combinations carry no particular harmony, nor does the draughtsman- 
ship redeem these flaws.

* There's an engaging lesson in tact and tolerance contained in an amiable 
story here. The seven-year-old Mrs. Doodlepunk is in a lather. She is doing the 
laundry for her extensive doll family, when eight-year-old Mr. Frizzboy, en route 
to work on his communal tree hut, derides her simple activity. Mrs. Doddlepunk 
counters with an offer to swap her laundry chore for his carpentry. Poor Mr. 
Frizzboy encounters trouble when he accepts her offer, for he doesn't know about 
non-fast dyes. So one red dress turns most of the dolls and one teddy bear pink. 
The soap in his eye didn't help either. And Mrs. Doodlepunk fared scarcely better; 
she cut a hole in the floor of the tree hut. The two return to their original 
tasks, with discreet flattery on her part soothing his ego.

Childhood's perennial poets, Dorothy Aldis, Sara Teasdale, Walter de la 
Mare, Margaret Wise Brown, and many others are represented in a collection of verses 


which ponder nature, which comment wryly on galoshes and spiders, on parents - "Wish 
I was my mother and could mind myself ¥-- and which sometimes express the universal 


emotions common to both boy and man. Dorothy Aldis' infectiously funny Hiding is 
nonsense ut its frothiest, while Aileen Fisher's Until We Built A Cabin is a starlit 
sonnet. Illustrations by Gobin Stair are line drawings, sometimes black and white, 
sometimes in color. They seem uncertain, as if the artist were not quite sure what 
this particular line should communicate. Small type face indicates that an adult 
will read the poetry aloud to the child, although the vocabulary would beam the 
book for independent reading for eight to elevens if the print were larger (9/27.

Intended for bedtime telling, this is a soothing and relaxing story about 
@ quaint village (presumably European). From morning bustling, with frolicking 
children cavorting about the fountain, flower vendors hawking their wares, rattling 
carts and honking geese, until evening when the townspeople yawn and stretch, we 
see the day-to-evening transition which ends in the tranquillity of night. The very 
representational pictures are brightly colored, but they seem almost dated in feeling. 
A primer vocabulary makes this very easy reading, but the theme seems more appropriate 
for a read-aloud bedtime approach, rather than independent reading. Joe W. Tillotson, 
who illustrated Naoma Zimmerman's earlier The Sleepy Forest did the paintings for 
this book, in colors which are more varied than choice.

Joan Kiddell-Monroe, who has illustrated the seven previous books in the 
Oxford Myths and Legends Series, has done the decorations and illustrations with a feeling 
for Oriental influences to interpret the stories. But, competent as her contribution is, 
one might wish for even finer exotic expressions to interpret a flavorful, varied collection 
of sly and amusing fairy tales, myths and legends. These have just enough of the improbable 
and bizarre to absorb youngsters, whether they hear or read them.

Berta 
Schwarz's soft, pastel-toned illustrations enhance the charm of the story, which 
is just right for independent reading in the first two grades. Also good to read 
aloud.

The illustrations 
in the latter are sprightly and beguiling, with brighter and richer colors than 
the other three. J Want To Be A Coal Minerhas diagrammatic illustrations which 
seem a little advanced for first and second graders to comprehend independently. 
And the text of I Want To Be A Pilot needs a nearby adult to answer the questions 
which it will probably evoke. All four are of potential use in primary grades

* Beany Tatum, that durable little denizen of the Great Smoky Mountains, spends 
a summer with his great grandparents on Shackleford Banks, a lonesome island off the 
coast of North Carolina. Sassy, the skeletal yearling Beany found on a deserted beach 
was more dead than alive as a result of a gravelled hoof. But Beany and Tough Enough, 
the frolicsome pup who appeared in earlier books, pull Sassy through his illness for 
romps in the sand and wonderful rides on the beach. And though Pa Tatum said positively 
no horses could be allowed to return with the family from summer vacation, when the boat 
pulled out from Shackleford Banks, Sassy swam after it, proving to Pa's satisfaction that 
she was strong enough to pull a plow. The story has sure appeal and the illustrations 
have great power. Sand and spume, beach and grasses, the friskiness of Tough Enough and 
the wobbly helplessness of Sassy are rendered with sensitivity.

The Brothers Grimm Pantheon 
THE FISHERMAN AND HIS WIFE $2.50 


* That old parable, The Fisherman and His Wife, by the Brothers Grimm, which 
exemplifies the evils of Pride and Greed, is reissued as a small book. Notable as a 
departure from orthodoxy in illustrative format, this, like Sparkle and Spin, the new 
book by the Rands, represents the infiltration of abstraction, the use of symbolism and 
reliance on linear contours, in children's books. In line, on lilac, white and green 
grounds, the drawings, by Madeleine Gekiere, who illustrated Who Gave Us .. .? and 
Switch on the Night, has embodied the sordidness of the greedy wife and the power of the 
God-symbol most effectively. The seas in which the infuriated fish-prince repudiates the 
greedy wife and her demands, are a masterful expression of Apocryphal justice. But in 
so concentrating, the artist has neglected entirely many of the gentler and potentially 
beautiful elements of the story, which have equal claim to her attention. She gives us 
not an enchanted fish-prince -- but a lowly and literal flounder. The fisherman, the 
courtiers and the palace of the wife's desire are depicted with a Babylonian or Assyrian 
influence which conveys awe, which evokes power and satisfies intellectually. It is a 
daring type of illustration -- even for children living in homes which are conceived today 
as masses and lines, voids and solids. Color-wise the illustrations are more significant 
than beautiful. In toto, the illustrative appeal speaks more to the mind than to the 
heart or to the eye. The story itself has endless appeal for childhood. (9/30. LC:57-

Dumb Juan, the slow member of his family, 
was told to heat water for a bath for his sick mother. But he made the water 
boiling, and immersed her. ("He put his mother in and was very pleased".) Illus- 
trations spare no detail of this folk-tale Inferno. His angry brothers take him 
into the forest to lose him, when bandits appear. Dumb Juan drops a door he has 
carried on the bandits from a tree. Thereupon they flee and Juan takes the bag of 
gold they left behind as well as a horse. Jean Charlot's illustrations are black 
and white. They add to the disturbed, almost violent impression the book makes.

* Back in 1943 The Magic Bed-Knob enchanted a few- very few- readers with its 
story and depressed us with its format. Then Woman's Day "g@iscovered" Mary Norton and 
serialized The Borrowers and The Magic Bed-Knob, a departure from routine for the magazine, 
and a great success. Now a different publisher is reissuing The Magic Bed-Knob and 
adding Bonfires and Broomsticks, published hitherto only in England...So much for the re- 
cord. The text is its own best advocate, as it regales the reader with entertaining 
adventures for Carey, Charles and Paul when they spend an enchanted summer with an old 
aunt in Bedfordshire, and encounter prim Miss Price in her garden. This fragile lady is 
practising to become a witch, the children discover. And the hardest part, she confides 
to them, is learning to be wicked. In the capricious days that follow, the children 
become part of the experiment with the acquisition of a magic bed-knob, and are allowed 
to participate in an off-beat romance between Witch Price and Necromancer Fmelius. Here's 
enchantment realistically experienced, whimsy that has elements of sophistication.

One finds oneself virtually under an indefinable compulsion to keep read- 
ing once caught in the mesh of sheer story telling as Ayn Rand weaves the strands 
of her fantasy. With one part of reason, one tries to reject the grim horror of 
the portrait she draws of the final bastion of the once free world falling into a 
new sort of Dark Ages. The sins of the power magnates are taking their toll. In 
terror over the threat to their security contained in the ruthless drive of a few 
leaders of industry, they sell out their initiative, their imagination, their 
creative powers, their right to independence of thought and action to government, 
in exchange for imagined security of regulation and strangulation. The thinkers, 
the creators, the doers, the free spirits fade out of the picture; those who remain 
label them deserters and traitors. But a few of them, under the leadership of the 
freest spirits, lay the groundwork for a new social order. Their philosophy has 
much that will shock the conventional; their oath - "...I will never live for the 
sake of another man, nor ask another man to live for mine"- seems to contain a ne- 
gation of the code of humanity. There seems a warped sort of approach to a ma- 
terialistic touchstone. The insistence on the godlike quality of the leader is 
never quite carried out in the characterization. In fact, for this reader, most 
of the characters are unconvincing, overdrawn to represent symbols rather than 
people. This- for me- was true of The Fountainhead some 14 years ago. Then, too, the 
machinery of the story was compelling, fascinating; the philosophic content had 
something faintly phoney; the characters were two dimensional.... Atlas Shrugged 
holds a terrifying immediacy, if one can envision today's prosperity holding the seeds 
of tomorrow's decadence. Except in the isolated cases of unrealized potentials of 
invention, she has tapped few of the now-evident clues to our immediate mechanical 
future. One finds it difficult to gauge the time span here. 


The market? Curiosity will be high pressured by the promotion and public- 
itys:- an unheard of advance to the author; a tremendous advertising appropriation; a 
spirited bidding for subsidiary rights; a predicted advance sale of 60,000 copies out 
of an initial 75,000 printing... The sheer size of the book - about 1150 pages - is 
@ magnet for an astounding number of readers.... The story is a challenging one; the 
manner of the telling holds reader interest, despite the unnecessary length; there's 
enough of sex to provide its mead of shockers; and there is the odd allure of fan- 
tasy, a sort of science fiction appeal. And one can count, too, on a goodly number 
who will discuss the social philosophy with heated arguments, pro and con - plus the 
intellectual snob appeal of those who like to feel they've plumbed a new code of 
ethics. It is not a book that leaves one unscathed. (LC:57-10033)

The author of the fictionalized biographies of St. Augustine, Ignatius of 
Loyola, and Francis Xavier presents here "a novel whose central figure is St. Paul". 
The scope of the story extends from the reign of Tiberius to the time of Nero and 
recounts, incidentally, the appointments and replacements of a multitude of Roman 
and local officials in the Eastern Empire. A characterization of one of these 
officials in drawn in Casius Longinus, who appeared in The Spear as the solider who 
thrust that weapon into Christ's side on Calvary and whose life, like that of the 
soldier in The Robe was changed from the time of the Crucifixion. Casius' life is 
picked up here after he has left the army, prospered as a merchant in the East and 
has married Noami, a Jewess, whose life too has been changed by her meeting with 
Christ. Casius and Noami are now Christians and are on the Jerusalem scene when 
Paul, as Saul of Tarsus, orthodox Jew, persecutes the Christians as being deviants 
from the Law. The paths of Casius and Paul, before and after the conversion on the 
road to Damascus, cross and interweave, while Casius is growing ever more successful, 
finally becoming Governor of Syria. Eventually, Casius and Noami give up all pretense 
to temporal glory in the decadent Empire to work for the Christian mission. In Rome, 
Casius and Noami's daughter, Acte, who has fallen in love with Nero, turns to St. 
Paul, as did her parents, for consolation and forgiveness before the Apostle of the 
Gentiles is beheaded outside the city. If St. Paul's own story is stilted, for a 
novel, in this telling, the fault is that his dialogue consists mainly of his words in 
the Epistles, But the story of Casius and the Roman scenes in general are well told.

Boll, Heinrich Criterion 
TOMORROW AND YESTERDAY $4.50 


An interesting post-war (about 1953) West German novel, this depicts the Germans 
as unable to live in their past but unwilling to let it go and look forward to the future. 
This is no expose of Nazi rejuvenation, but rather a portrait of the state of suspended 
animation in which people find themselves, to whom the Nazi-years were lost years, either 
because they were anti-Nazi or because they were personally uninvolved. Two eleven-year- 
old boys, Martin and Heinrich, are the points of focus through which the actions of their 
elders are seen. The adults surrounding Martin are middle class, monied, but disinte- 
grating; those surrounding Heinrich are poor, vulgar, uneducated, but hanging on. When 
the hates and loves from the past crumble away, some of the characters just collapse, 
more find new strength to pull themselves up and go on. Chapters are told from different 
points of view and the reader gains considerable understanding of each one - though the 
structure, as a whole, has little emotional strength and unity. This is too bad, because 
the novel is interesting and probably gives a lot more truth about Germany today than 
many non-fiction books do.

LEAVE ME ALONE $3.95 


There's quite a resemblance to Pawel's From The Dark Tower (P. 289) in this 
pursuit of one man's right to live as he wishes beyond the rigid conformations imposed 
upon him by his social level and this, with its chapter heads from an unpublished socio- 
logical book on the "indifferent generation", has, perhaps, more relevance than the 
earlier book's rather symbolical applications. Arthur Henry Douglas is an editor ina 
good publishing house, lives within his salary on Manhattan and is persuaded to move 


to Long Island. There his community life becomes involved with the issue of a new 

library which is cut through by racial and religious lines; his professional life is 
colored by the need for the replacement of Sprague, the chief editor and comparable to 
Maxwell Perkins, the demands of the owner of the business and the possibility of financial 
compromise when a chance in a stockbroker's office comes up. The effect of both areas 

of conflict reflect on his marriage, point up the clash between the humanities and prag- 
matic living, and draw in the net of timidity. When he is passed over for Sprague's job 
his decision is based on the challenge of defending his beliefs within the confines he 
knows. A social commentary with heart and some humor, this is a much more popular theming 
than Karp's earlier One and All Honorable Men. (1C:57-12070) 


Mercer, Charles Putnam 
THE DRUMMOND TRADITION 0 iY $3.95 


A story told on three time dimension levels, with a resultant difficulty in 
making any of the characters of more than cardboard thickness. Charles Mercer has set 


his contemporary story in Italy, in the vicinity of Florence, where Andrew Jackson Drum- 
mond, IV,is recuperating from a Korean War injury- and steeling himself to escape the 
family fate of the regular army career. But he reckons without his father, General Drun- 
mond, who crosses an ocean to bring pressures to bear- as, thinks Drew, he has done all 
Drew's life. The General uses as a lever, his need for Drew's assistance on a family 
biography - and to aid his cause further, he imports Jane, as amanuensis, attractive, 
army-bred, virginal- hoping that Drew will fall for her. But Drew has other interests- 
in the lovely form of Marcia, a Contessa, newly deserted by her homosexual husband, and 
eager for fresh adventure. It is an odd double triangle for the contemporary tale; and, 
in pursuit of the family history, there is General Drummond's own rather lonely story, 
and the recurrent flashbacks to his forebears, with Grandfather Sam now hero, now vil- 
lain.

Beau Clown de- 
monically throws himself into the flames when he understands that Fabienne is not 
Ghismonde....and Nicole...she remains an adult observer most of the time and tells 
her tale with brutality, at a distance. The sequence is often jerky, the execution 
starkly empirical and unemotional; the many imperfections are in part redeemed by 
the primitive vitality created by so young an author.

She creates her setting with intricate detail- and never more 
hauntingly than in her portrait of an exotic spice island plantation, owned by a rich 
planter, complete with every known luxury - and haunted by a sense of fear and suspicion.’ 
To this plantation comes a girl, whose own past is out of a fairytale. An elderly nurse 
had smuggled her, as a baby, out from under her parents' eyes, when the Cromwellian forces 
threatened the royalists' castles. She had brought up the child in Ireland, knowing 
parrot fashion her name and lineage.

His house, like his life, is 
a collection of lies - each member propitiating the old man with a view to his 
will. The one thorn in his side is Elsa, the mother of his natural daughter, 
Alberte - who refuses to be pensioned away from Antwerp and wreaks havoc with her 
drunken stories. This last pathetic grasp at dignity contests Klaes' omnipotence 
and, failing to buy her off, he seeks to redeem his thwarted ego through Alberte, 
an awkward, deceptively simple girl of The Triangle (the tenderloin of Antwerp).

The reminiscences of Hitler's so-called court jester provide another Hitler 
portrait. The substance is divisible into three types of dithyramb: the self justify- 
ing, the darkly revealing, the coldly analytical. According to his first role, the 
self justifying, "Putzi" Hanfstaengl never supported any Nazi policy, either openly or 
inwardly: He was a strong conservative, an ardent patriot, heart and soul devoted to 
the reconstruction of Germany. Perceiving Hitler's oratorical powers, his political 
instinct, Hanfstaengl sought to aid him with funds, advice, information about the sur- 
rounding world, an effort to instil a4 deeper cultural sense, to introduce him to 
superior and influential people. He now claims that he soon discovered Hitler's true 
nature and ambitions, but remained at his side, actually assuming the post of foreign 
press chief, all with the goal of moderating the despot and working for Germany's good. 
Apparently he did not feel that he denied this role when he insisted to Winston Churchill 7 
that anti-Semitism was socially necessary; or when he took the position that prejudice 
against Catholics was politically unwise (no mention of moral grounds), or when he 
forged the bonds of friendship between Hitier and Mussolini. Hanfstaengl in the “dark 
revealing" role uses gossip, snatches of conversation, "meaningful" gestures and the 
like to proclaim Hitler as sexually impotent, a latent homosexual, whose total achievement 
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was merely a compensatory measure for his agonizing inferiority feelings. Part 
three consists of Hanfstaengl's statements about the Nazi hierarchy, Germany's inner 
crisis before Hitler, the Party's struggle toward supremacy, etc. While the text 

is reconstituted from tape recordings, it seems remarkably consecutive and readable, 
and is certainly indispensable for any future study of Hitler. In summation 
Hanfstangel describes his own flight and defection- but one wonders where self 
preservation entered the picture and how much validity and judgment went into it.

It is the contention of the authors that capital punishment serves as 
neither a proper deterrent from crime nor as a fitting retribution on the part of 
the offender, nor as a reformative influence on the accused. In support of their 
argument, they present, for analysis, six criminal cases of different circumstances 
and background. In three of these cases the death penalty was rendered, in the 
fourth, life imprisonment, and in two, successful rehabilitation was the effect of 
humane and progressive treatment towards the offenders. Although the authors main- 
tain that there is doubt as to the actual guilt of the convicted, they hold that 
their intention is not to demonstrate that innocent people have been unjustly con- 
victed and sentenced to death, but rather, that "all punishment by killing is wrong" 
and that “the only rational approach to the problem of crime...is the clinical or 
curative approach". Three of the cases selected were surrounded by public hysteria 
and one of these, the Ethel and Julius Rosenberg trial was particularly highlighted 
at the time. The authors are unequivocal about their stand but dispassionate in 
their approach to such an inflammable topic as public justice. This book is a 
service which will not be well received on all fronts.

The three women indicated by the title have been included in numerous other 
books, but their lives are here woven into a balanced pattern by the wife of Van Wyck 
Brooks. This is a solid and informative book; the women are high-minded and pious, fairly 
formidable figures in their day and all reflecting certain similarities. Dorothea Lynde 
Dix,almost single-handed,reformed the care of the insane in this country. Elizabeth 
Peabody, Boston bluestocking, was a teacher and pioneer in education, Catherine Maria 
Sedgwick as a novelist was once widely read. All were born in New England between 1789 
and 1804; all chose careers instead of marriage; all were deeply influenced by the 
teaching of the saintly William Ellery Channing, the great Unitarian Divine. While Dor- 
othea Dix and Elizabeth Peabody are names best known today, Catherine Sedgwick seems 
the most appealing of the three. There is little humor in the book - it lacks the light 
touch that gives Louise Tharp's comparable biographies their place in the heart of the 
public. But the portrait of American life in the early 19th century is vigorously por- 
trayed, and there is much that is new and fresh. (1C:57-12754)

THE FABRIC OF MEMORY $5.50 
A distinguished autobiography of one of the world's great ladies, this spans * 
seventy years of rapid change, years in which Eleanor Robson Belmont kept in rhythm 
with the times. How many are there now who could recall the place she made for herself 


on the stage that was her natural heritage? She could have gone on to be one of the 
greatest of stars. She chose instead marriage to August Belmont, learned a new role, 
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identifying herself with the multiplicity; of his interests, in the world of sport, 
philanthropy in its most constructive sense, finance, politics, and always a 

vision of the world of the future. With the war, she found still another role, as 
she took a leading part in Red Cross organizational and fund raising, in using her 
gifts to those ends. The role of women, their forgotten place and need in the 
depression, the crying necessity for a broader based security- this led to in- 
sistence that Franklin Roosevelt come to grips with a national plan for social 
security. The world of the arts - theatre and opera specifically claimed her in- 
terest, her aid, and she was instrumental in the formation of the Opera Guild without 
which the Metropolitan might well have perished. These have been the highlights 

of her contribution, but her story is told against a tapestry of great wealth, 
wisely used, a way of life that is no more. Unlike The Glitter and the Gold, this 
book fails to capitalize on these aspects, and even the succession of important 
names in the social world, the world of the turf, the world of the arts, is played 
down. The greatness of the woman herself comes through, but she does it through 
recording what she accomplished, rather than revealing the magnetism, the under- 
standing, the vision through which she reached her goals. The depths are there for 
the reader to find; the glamor is lacking which might have meant wider general 
sales.

Conservationists will applaud the aim of this book, but to the average 
reader it seems a rather slapdash performance in a plea for the preservation of the 
larger predators of North America:- the wolf, the bear, the large cats (specifically 
the puma or mountain lion). Ferocious and at times dangerous, these animals play a 
useful part in human economy keeping non-predators, who may become pests, under 
control. The author, himself a big game hunter, puts forth valid arguments for their 
preservation. Naturalists may quarrel with some of his assumptions; other readers 
may reject his habit of endowing wild animals with human thoughts. The accounts of 
the lives of the different animals are detailed and illuminating, but the book 
seems badly organized, pleas for conservation mixed in with tales of their unprovoked 
attacks on children and even men, and accounts of how they are hunted and killed. 

The coyote, a predator whose near-extinction in parts of the West has led to an 
overwhelming increase in the rabbit population, would have been a good example, but 
is ignored. There is some nature-faking and some inaccuracies, but as a whole it 
is readable and interesting, for those who like to read about wild creatures.

Rudivoravan grew 
up in the court, daughter of a royal scholar-playwright father, but when she was ten 
she was sent to England for schooling. For a brief period she lived at the Thai lega- 
tion in London, then was sent to a rectory in a countryside village to live in a family 
with four daughters.

This is the saga of an immigrant youth from Russia 
and a prison camp who forty years later is one of our outstanding citizens, and head of 
the most powerful progressive and responsible union in the United States- the Interna- 
tional Ladies' Garment Workers' Union, with a membership estimated at 440,000. Par- 
ticularly significant today is the consistent record of the Union in the fight against 
Communism. Dubinsky- as did many other top flight labor leaders- refused to yield an 
inch, either in labor affairs or in politics,to Communist pressures. In the vanguard 
under Dubinsky's leadership, the I L G W U went into many fields of social betterment, - 
medicine, housing, education, philanthropy. Hundreds of millions of dollars went 
through their hands, with never a whisper of mismanagement. In the limelight of to- 
day's investigations, this is important evidence on the side of unions, proof of the 
importance of good union policies in relations between leaders and their constituents 
and the public. This is not only the portrait of a great labor leader, but - what the 
title indicates- "the world of David Dubinsky”. The author is a close friend and as- 
sociate of Dubinsky, and for many years editor of the union's spokesman, Justice.

Hogarth with the inspiration for his series, The Virtuous and Idle Apprentice. His 22 





years began with birth to poor and honest parents, who died; he was sent to a workhouse & 
school, a horrible fate; later he was apprenticed to a carpenter and became a skilled 
locksmith, a useful adjunct to his subsequent calling. At 21 he fell in love with a joy- 

ous prostitute and began stealing to find money to spend on her. At 22 he was hanged, 

the darling of the town, celebrated in ballad and story. His crimes were unprofitable 

and unspectacular, but his genius for prison breaks made sensational tales. This is far 

more than Jack Sheppard's story, however, for here is 18th century London, with its 
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thieves and trulls, cutthroats and murderers, aristocratic delinquents. Jonathan 
Wild, perhaps the greatest organizer of crime the world has known, plays a part in the 
tale, as do many others known to history. It is not a pretty story and the author 
piles horror on horror, but Hogarthians and students of 18th century England will 
relish it, while it makes substantial contribution to the history of crime. Not 
however for the squeamish.

This is a serious and scholarly attempt at a philosophic inquiry into the 
mind and writing of Edgar Allen Poe. It purports to show that Poe tried in his way 
to be a philosophic writer and to prove that he moved toward "what in terms of 
literary romanticism is known as an organic or unitary principle". The author 
includes keen analyses of Poe's poems, short stories and two of the less familiar 
prose works, The Narrative of Arthur. Gordon Pym and Eureka. He omits for the most 
part relating the works to the period and events in Poe's life. He does not use 
the popular and familiar psychological method of elucidating his subject. If this 
method fortunately omits flights of fancy it also, less fortunately, omits any 
major illumination. At the close, the reader is as confused about Poe as an im- 
aginative writer and Poe as a logician and rationalist as one ever was. And one 
tends to agree with the simple statement of T.S. Eliot that Poe's was a mind that 
never matured beyond adolescence, and leave it at that. At least this simple sum- 
mation will do for the lay public who would find the Davidson book heavy, turgid 
and contradictory, even though it has occasional provocative insights. The serious 
student may find something not apparent to the average reader. Limited to this 
scholarly market.
